TURN OF THE TIDE.
From the N, Y. Times,

There are nnmistakable indieations that,
for a time at least, the progress of life insa-
rance, a8 a business, has encountered a
check, During ten or twelve years the efforts
put forth to pupularize the system have been

crowned with a success which hns astonished |

the workers themselves. Year aflter year has
written its record of wounderful advances;

licies have been piled upon policies; ageats
E:vo been multiplied until they beoums like
the frogs of Egypt, in other respeots than
mere numbers; new companies have been ex-
temporized and pushed into the field; old
companies have heaped up assels and received
vast incomes a8 the resnlt of publio confi-
dence, and everything bas gone merry as a
marriage bell. The idea of suoch a thing as
halting in this conquering march seems never
to bave enterad the minds of these promoters
of life insarance, aud he would have been
desmed a calumniator who hinted that retro-
gression was among the possibilities,

But the figures of 1870 will bring a shadow
over this delectable dream. The movement
has been backward, It is too soon to say
how much the diminution will amoant to,
but the faot that there has been a considera-
ble falling off in the business is clearly fore.
shadowed by the returns thus far made, We
suppose it will be safe to estimate the de-
erease, in the sum insured, at one hundred
million dollars, and in preminm income at
two or three millions. This falling off in
businesa has not, however, been the uniform
experience of all the companies, for some
show exceptional prosperity and progress,
But, as a whole, the life insurance mania has
been checked quite unexpectedly and sud-
denly.

It was natural enough that the tide should
turn, and silly in these sanguine officers and
agents to suppose Lhemselves and their
schemes lifted above the contingencies in-
herent in all earthly things. The difficulty
is that they are not prepared for the change,
and bave not taken in sail in time. Having
expanded and extended their operations in a
most extravagant fashion, the sudden neces-
sity of practicing economy comes upon thea
with all the force of & new sensation of the
onpleasant sort., Thinking that their field
was the world, and that all they had to do
was to put in the sickle and be happy
in the barvesling, the new companies, par-
ticularly, bave laid their plaos for the future
most lavishly. The comuwissions and other
expenditures connected with the procurement
of new business have been, by a frantic com-
petition, brought up to so high a figure as to
make the whistle a costly purchase. The
young companies, stroggling to reach the
Eoint where they might feel that their own
ives were insured, have tilted against the
rich old offices whose business was worth
struggling to retain, and between the two
combatants the publie bave endured a pretty
tight embrace. Such a warfare could not be
expected to last forever with profit on all
sides, and now the breathing spell has come,

This has come about, too, without reference
to the failures whose oceurrence has recently
startled the community., For these failures
took place too late to affect the business of
1870. And the fact that they have occurred
is only now beginning to have its effect. This
force will be felt during the current year, and
will justify our prediction as to the ralapse of
the system from popular favorand :mnthruune.
The prestige of immunity from failure, which
has been a glory heretofore, has gone. 'The
possibility, naf.the probability, of other finun-
cial failures like those of the **Great West-
ern” and the *‘Farmers’ and Mechanies' "' will
hover like clonds over the future, and either
repel persons ‘rom insuring, or make them so
eautious that none but well-established com.
panies will get their patronage. This ia just
where the life insurance scheme should land,
after so long a season of experiment, If the
gigns of the times be studied in this sensible
light, life insurance may yet prosper; but if
the reckless competition, extravaganee, and
maladministration of the past few years are
to continne, there will be thousands in the
communpity made to monrn, and not a few-
companies brought to bankruptey,

Negotiations for the surrender of Paris
have certainly been begun at Versailles, M.
Jules Favre delays his trip to Loudon, evi.
dently assuming that attendance on the con-
ferense there is & matter of secondary im-

ortance, and balts at Versailles to talk with

ismarck of terms of surrender, and, hatter
and wiser still, of peace. The German Pre-
mier, and indeed the whole German people,
remain inexorable in the demand for Alsase
and Lorraine, This was, of course, to b ex-
ted, and we may safely assuwe that the
despatch which enumerates this among the
conditions inmsted upon is thus far correet,
and that no abatement on this point will re-
sult from the interview between M, Fayre and
Count Bismarck,
But temporary possession of the Cham-
@ provinoe and the Paris forts, it is said,
is to be iusisted upon as pledge for the
payment of the war expenses. Thaose
are bitter and humiliating terms, against
which the French naturally protest in feebls
and ineffective words. The terms are barsh,
the demands positive, and dictated perhaps
by might rather than right; but dismissing
| sentimental considerations, and regarding
them with cold, judicial, and unoprejudiced
vision, who shall declare them unjust? Doubt-
lese all of us wonld rather nee Germany mag.
nificently genercus in this hour of her great
trinmph, begause of the good to France, the
glory to herself which magonanimity would
now confer; but in view of her grave provo-
estion, her exhausting efforts, her nnqualified
triumphb, she has excuses for insisting on
terms which will forever secure her peace
and safety. It is a great penalty which
Franoce is called upon to pay for past erimes
in disturbing Europesn peace; but becauss it
goes far toward securing the future tran-

Genernl Graut is felt to be, wupon
the whole, bonest, efficient, nad satis-
factory. It certainly bhas not lacked eriticism

from its friends, 1u whieh we have borne a
parl; but its great merit is that it has practi-
cally persunded the great mass of intelligeut
Awernican ocilizens that it seeks unostentas-
tiously and econowmically the public wellare,
A certain good sense has preswded over it
throughout; snd attacked with a ranoor which
from 1s extravagance bas been often ludi-
crous, it has yet wmintained its even way,
and bas gnietly lived down s great wany iw-
PosiDg geousalions,

Indeed, a feeble Republican administra.
tion would be more trusted by the eoun-
triy1 tban any Dewmocratio adinioistration
whatever, For the permanent fact iu the
political situation which is universally seen
sud pondered is that the Demoosritio party is
the party which sneers at the war and the
victory of the Union, and whioch steadily
honors the canse and the lenders of the Isbel-
lion. It is by Demooratic votes that Gene-
ral Blair, who would bhave relingmshed
the victory in which he touvk part, is slected
to the Senate. It is by Dswoecratic voles
that s portrait of General Lee is ordured by
the Virginia Benate, aud a portrait of Gene.
ral Thomas is declined. It is by Demo.
cratic papers that Geveral Lougstreet 18 de.
cried, because he did not persist in his
hostile attitude to the Goveruwent. It iy
by Deniocratic papers, in fine, that Ilebels
are extolled, and the great resullts of the
war are belittled. Meanwhile the lesders ol
that purty are seen to be substantially au.
changed. The old Copperheand slemsut is
supreme.  The party orators and papurs ery
out sgainst Republican extravagauce and
corruption, while in the governwent of the
city of New York the whole conntry beholds
an illustration of Democratic vconomy sand
honesty!

There ig, therefore, and most justly, in the
great popular heart of this couutry, a pro-
tound distrust of the Dewmocratic party.
If & wan thioks the taxes heavy, he sees
that the dominaut party has both dimi-
nished the debt and reduced taxation,
and he asks himsell whether he can fairly
expect any speedier rellel from the party
whose last declured policy was virtually re-
pudistion. He looks at General Grant
in the White House, who, as Geueral Blair
told us, would undoabtedly make himself [m-
peror, and he mvks hiwself whethor the
country would bhave been more peaceful aul
prosperons sud stable if Mr. Seymour had
been placed there. He sees everywhere
trunquil and confident industry, and such
a restoration of order as no country ever
showed alter so flerce a convulsion as (hat
of the war, aud he asks himsclf whether
industry would be more trangunil and
coufident, and order more assured, if those
who made the great and bloody disorder
sbould be called to control affairs,. He soves
tbhat the intelligence, the rural labor, the
woral sentiment of the conntry instinetively
favor Republican rule, and he asks himselt
whether the canse of individual liberty, of
education, of woral progress, of the general
welfare, is likely to be wore advanced by a
party to which the ignoraut and vicious
classes naturally gravitate,

Avd this wan sees that the Republican
canse—at once patriotic, and full of ths glo-
riovs traditions of the pure devotion and
beroism and resulis of the war, and progres-
sive in the trnest American sense, the cause
which is that of all our best prisciples and of
our most legitimate hopes—is satisfactorily
represented to the popular mind by the
hopest purpose, the sturdy good sense and
simplicity, of General Grant. It does. not
wake bim an ideal hero. It does
not deny that it wishes some things might be
different in his administration, as, indeed, in
every adwinistration. It does not defend or
praise every meusure; but it judges him by
the character of his whols administration,
and it declares that it finds bim sensible, sin-
cere, upright; a man who does not beliove
that the old day of slavery was better than
the new day of liberty; who does not wish to
try how far he ean venture to return toward &
policy which the country has rejected; bul
who does wish to confirm and strengthen
the country in its mew and trae policy of
equal rights for all men.

Durivg Mr. Lincoln's first term, and in the
very crisis of the war, there were those who
thought that it would be wise to try a new
cundidate who had not been 80 seversly
criticised. But those who heard the thrilling
shout of nnanimity with which he was re.
nowmwinated in Baltimore knew that it was the
voice of that great populur confidence, whioh
was only the surer becsuse it was not blinded
by idolatry. The good sense of the psople
renominated Lincoln, as it elected Grant.
The same sagacity is now tarning to Geant,
88 a man who has faithfully served the oconn-
try, and whom the country heartily trasts,
